CREATES ANXIETY

April 9 .—Although the Os 
sorvatove Romano, the official organ 
of the Vatican, says there is no ground 
fur alarm, Pope Pius X. has suffered 
another relapse and his condition is re 
garded as extremely serious. 
Never­ 
theless his physicians are in constant 
attendance on the pontiff and many 
of the members of the sacred college 
are greatly alarmed over his condition 
The physicians have issued an official 
statement in which they state that the 
pope has suffered a relapse of influen 
za which is complicated by catarrh 
and fever. 
It is learned indirectly that the pon 
tiff is also suffering from a uremic 
crisis, with fainting fits which threat­ 
en utter collapse, but so far have been 
com bat t«d successfully by subcutane­ 
ous injections of caffeine and theo­ 
bromine and frequent «loses of bitter 
water. 
There is great anxiety over the con­ 
dition of the pontiff owing to his weak­ 
ness and his age. seventy eight. 
The 
doctors, however, are hopeful, as the 
pope overcame the first crisis, which 
was very alarming, and consequently 
they do not exclude the possibility of 
his recovery. 
The Oaservatore Romano, while ad 
mining great care and precautions are 
necessary and th at i(. will ta k e a long 
time to cure the pope's present ill 
ness, maintains that there is no ground 
for apprehension. 
On the other hand 
several of the eardinals do not con 
ceal their anxiety as to his condition, 
and the diplomats assigned to the Vat­ 
ican have telegraphed their govern 
ments that Cardinal M erry Del Val, 
the papal secretary of s t a te , admits 
that the condition of the pontiff is sc 
rious.

finement in the peniteneiaria, or crim­ 
inal prison, to be followed by deporta­ 
tion f« >r ten y ears to a penal settle­ 
ment In Africa. 
In other words, these 
innocent y ouths were dressed In mo­ 
nastic garb, had their heads shav ed, 
were placed in solitary cells and oblig­ 
ed to wear a thick hood ov er head aud 
face, with slits for ey es and mouth. 
This Carbonarios society , which since 
the rev olution has become a menacing 
political party , but without any po- 
J itical propaganda whatev er, as the in­ 
stigator and creator of the rev olution 
has had no ex cuse for ex istence since 
the declaration of the republic, but the 
offices it naturally took under the pro­ 
v isional gov ernment its members hav e 
been loath to surrender.
